Mr, Joseph W. Wise, well known 
and prominent Coffee County citi- 
zen, died at his home in the Wise 
Mill community last Friday after a 
week’s illness. He had been suf 
fering from nephritis. 

Mr. Wise was a native of Collce 
County, having been born and 
reared here. for many years he 
wus engaged in the saw mill busi- 
ness at different locations through- 
out the county, and at one time 
was in the mercantile business at 
Elba and made his home in the 
city. For the past several years 
he has resided at Wise’s Mill. Mr, 
Wise was well known throughout 
this section and had been one of 
the county’s most highly esteem- 
ed citizens. Scores of friends 
were grieved to learn of his 
passing. 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs, 
Laura Wise; three sons, W. J. 
Wise, of Atmore; W. B, Wise and 
Joseph Wise, of Elba; four daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Mae Wise, Mrs. Bonnie 
Wise, Mrs. Mollie Lee and Mrs.

Bolt Of Lightning Kills 
Ball Player; 4 Injured 


SHELBY, Miss., May 27.—One 
player was instantly killed and 
four others severely shocked when 
a bolt of lightning struck a base- 
ball diamond here Thursday after- 
noon where a game between Shel- 
by and Gunison was in progress. 

Henry Nemetz, 25, who gradu- 
ated from the University of Missis- 
sippi two years ago, was struck 
dead by the bolt as he was return- 
ing a ball from right field to the 
infield. He was playing for Guni- 
son,- Miss, 

Bob Wadlington, Charles Van- 
dever and Claude Richard, mem- 
bers of the Gunison team, and Bob 
James, who was at bat for Shelby, 
was severely shocked when the 
lightning struck. 

These four players are recover- 
ing and were reported not to be 
in serious condition, 

A small crowd witnessed the 
tragedy, Heavy clouds had failed 
to stop the game. The suddenness 
with which the lightning struck, 
about 4 p.m., horrified the crowd 
and the tragedy ended the game. 


Alabama Farmers Are Now 
Operat’g 5,000 More Farms 


Alabama farmers are operating 
5,000 more farms, an increase of 
about 2 per cent over last year, 
reports the State crop reporting 
service of the department of agri- 
culture. 

“The cause of the increase in 

the number of farms is obviously 
the effort of a good many per- 
sons to seek a means of livelihood 
on,the farm moving thereto from 
industrial employment,” declared 
Seth P. Storrs, commissioner. 

F, W, Gist, statistician, reports 
that about 262,000 farms are be- 
ing operated this year compared 
with 256,000 as found by the 
1930 census, “About 8,000 fam- 
ilies moved to the farm while 3,000 
; the farm, leaving a net gain 


of about 5,000 farms.”

A large audience assembled at 
the Methodist Chureh Sunday af- 
terynoon to hear the mock trial, 
“State of Alabama vs. Frank 
Loyd,” entitled “Who Killed Earl 
Wright?” The trial was put on as 
en educational lesson in the inter- 
est of prohibition and law enforce- 
ment under the auspices of the 
Anti-Saloon League, the local 
churches cooperating.

Atticus Webb of Dallas, Texas, 
made an eloquent appeal in ex- 
cuse of his client, showing that the 
bootlegger and his patrons were 
more to blame for the killing of 
Earl Wright during a drunken 
braw! than the defendant, Dr.

The jury returned a verdict 
against the defendant of “guilty 
of manslaughter,’ and gave him 
ten years in the penitentiary. How- 
ever, the Judge, in pronouncing 
sentence, also reprimanded Jack 
Stiles, the bootlegger, and sentenc- 
ed him to a term in the peniten- 
tiary for violation of his parole.

I want to say a few words about 
hogs. Now is the time to keep 
your reins tight about your hogs. 
Be sure to see to it that they are 
all greased every two weeks and 
they should be worked as often as 
is necessary, The nert sixty days 
will tell the tale about your hogs. 
You should be ready to turn your 
hogs in on your first dent patch 
in less than sixty days. If you 
can carry your hogs for sixty days 
more they should be fairly safe. 
So do not spare any pains in car- 
ing for your hogs during the next 
few weeks. Feed them and feed 
them well, as you cannot make a 
profit on knotty hogs. I realize 
that you cannot get much money 
out of your hogs at the present 
prices, but you ean eat them and 
you can have work done with meat 
and lard, so my advice is to make 
just as many hogs and just as big 
ones as you can, You do not have 
to buy guano to put under them 


and you do not have to hire them 
picked or ginned. Now is the time 
to make your “jack” with your 
hogs and I hope every man in the

United States Grew 
62% World’s Cotton 


The United States last year pro- 
duced 62 per cent of the world’s 
crop according to F. W. Gist, stat- 
istician of the department of ag- 
riculture. 

“The total crop of the world is 
fixed at 27,500,000 bales of which 
foreign countries produced 10,- 
104,000. The crop produced in 
foreign countries last year Was ma- 
terially decreased, while the crop 
of the United States was much 
larger than the three previous 
years,” Gist said, 

“The world’s acreage to cotton 
is fixed at 82,700,000 for last 
year, a reduction of 4,000,000 
acres from the year before, Of 
this acreage the United States har- 
vested a fraction more than 48 per 
cent so that the yield of cotton per 
acre in the United States averaged 
considerably larger than in foreign 
countries. 

“India grew twenty-three and a 
half million acres and produced 
three and a half million _ bales. 
Russia came next with 5,300,000 
acres grown and a crop of 1,900,- 
000 bales. China grew 5,100,000 
acres and produced 1,800,000 
bales. Egypt grew 1,700,000 
acres, on which there were produc- 
ed 1,300,000 bales. All other 
countries grew less than a million 
acres.”

SEVEN NEGROES IN 
DEATH HOUSE ARE 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—Pro- 
tected by police against a rumored 
Communist demonstration, the Su- 
preme Court today agreed to re- 
view the conviction and death sent- 
enee of seven negroes uceused of 
assaulting two white girls near 
Scottsboro, Ala, 

In addition, it firmly closed the 
doors of Atlanta Prison upon 
“Scarface Al’ Capone by refusing 
to reconsider its previous refusal 
to review his case. 

Word that Reds were mobilizing 
for a demonstration in favor of the 
Alabama negroes sent to the Capi- 
tol details of police armed with 
tear gas bombs and riot guns. No 
tudicals appeared, however. 

Today’s session ended the 
Court’s term. Five decisions were 
rendered, 35 reviews refused, and 
16 granted, disposing of all busi- 
ness before the tribunal for action. 

The Alabama Supreme Court, 
after reviewing the conviction of 
the negroes and affirming the 
judgment of the trial at Scotts- 
boro, set Friday, June 24, as the 
date of execution. ‘They are now 
in Kilby Prison, at Montgomery, 
where they were placed to await 
execution. 

The action of the Supreme 
Court in granting a review today, 
however, had the effect of giving 
the negroes a reprieve until next 
Fall, The Court will not meet 
again until] October and oral argu- 
ment on the case will be heard 
October 10. 

Walter H. Pollack, a New York 
lawyer, presented the cases of the 
negroes to the court. He contend- 
ed they had not been given trials 
guaranteed by the Constitution, in- 
sisting their arrests were followed 
by threats of mob violence,  re- 
quiring the calling out of the 
State National Guard, 

With the public mind inflamed 
against them, the trial judge had 
improperly refused, he asserted, to 
permit them to be tried in another 
county, had forced them to trial 
without proper preparation of their 
cases by counsel, and had denied 
them the right to question jurors 
on, Whether they entertained racial 
prejudice. 

He also claimed negroes had 
been excluded from the jury, and 
that his clients were the victims 
of mob violence. 

Atty. Gen, Knight, of Alabama, 
sought to prevent a review, em- 
phasizing that the Alabama Su- 
preme Court had reviewed the cas- 
es, and had failed to find any 
grounds for interfering with the 
death penalties which had been im- 
posed. 

He denied that public sentiment 
required the calling out of the 
State National Guard, stating the 
county sheriff had asked for them 
to prevent any mob outbreak. 

The fact no negroes were on the 
jury was not significant, the At- 
torney General argued, and did not 
prove that the names of the neg- 
roes were not in the box from 
which the jury was drawn. He 
insisted that all due processes of 
law had been observed at the trial,

Extension Workers’ 
Duties Increased 


AUBURN, Ala.—With the pur 
chasing power of farm products 
now half of what it was before the 
World War, thereby making it 
more difficult for farmers to send 
theiy sony and daughters to col 
lege, Prof. L, N. Duncan says that 
the duties and responsibilities of 
extension workers have inereased 
enormously, The reason, he ex 
pluined, is that county agents and 
home demonstration agents carry 
college teachings direct to those 
with whom they come in contact in- 
dividually, in clubs, and in other 
organization, 

Prof, Dunean deeried the fact 
that agriculture is so greatly out 
of kelter with industry. Official 
figures for April, 1932, show that 
prices PAID by farmers were 114 
per cent of the pre-war average 
while prices RECEIVED by farm- 
ers were only 59 per cent, 

“This means that the farmer’s 
purchasing power in these 20 years 
has been reduced by half,” he said, 

‘It hus the same effect on agri- 
a 50-per cent wage re- 
duetion would have upon a wage 
carner With no change in the pric- 
es of things he has to buy.” 

“Unless this condition is adjust- 
ed business must suffer more than 
When farmers can’t 
buy merchants don’t sell, jobbers 
can’t sell to merchants, and manu- 
facturers can’t sell to jobbers, 
When manufacturers can’t sell 
they must shut down their ma- 
chines, and throw laborers out of 
employment, thereby destroying 
their ability to buy and causing 


Prof. Duncan called attention to 
the well known fact that agricul- 
ture is basic not only as a business | 
but ag a producer of markets for 
manufactured products. If the 
purchasing power of agriculture ; 
can be restored to where farmers 
can buy a normal amount of mer- 
chandise merchants will do good 
business, banks will have good de- 
posits, manufacturing machines 
will be busy, and laborers will be 
employed, thereby restoring good 
business conditions.
